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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-22 are pending in the instant application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. Applicant's Information Disclosure Statements (IDS), submitted September 4, 2003 and 
March 8, 2005, have been considered by the Examiner. Please refer to the signed copies of 
Applicants' PTO-1449 forms, submitted herewith. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-8, 1 1-15 and 20-22 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. 5,075,507 to Carr et al. The '507 patent teaches the reaction of an acrylonitrile with an 
alcohol in the presence of a catalyst and a solvent, which is used ". . .as it often enhances 
hydrogenation conditions," please see column 3, lines 23-25. Please refer to columns 2 and 3 
which describe the reaction parameters and specifically to Examples 1 and 2, which teach an 
acrylonitrile reacted with an alcohol (ethylene glycol or t-butanol) and a catalyst (lithium 
hydroxide or Raney cobalt), in a solvent such as dimethylamine. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 9, 10, and 16-19 are objected to as being dependent on a rejected base claim.

5. In conclusion, claims 1-22 are pending, claims 1-8, 11-15 and 20-22 are rejected, and 
claims 9, 10 and 16-19 are objected to.
